mass against all the bridges the swollen 
waters encountered in their course. 


LIKES LIFE IN PRISON. • 


Indiana Man TOlio Has Thus Far Served 


Nearly Twenty-Five Years. 


Investigation of the prison career of 


lames Redmond who has been sentenced 
in Marion county, Ind., to serve a term 
of eight years at Michigan City, shows 
that his long and remarkable peniten- 
tiary record is without parallel. 


Redmond, who came of a good family, 


was released from the reform school 
when a lad of 18. Within three weeks 
he was sent to the penitentiary for one 
year on the charge of petit larceny. 
Early in the year 1874 he was tried 
twice on the charge of grand larceny, 
but was not convicted. In June of thai- 
year he was convicted and sentenced 
to three years. In July, 1877, he was 
convieted'on the charge of robbery and 
petit larceny and sentenced to five years. 
June 29, 1882, he was again convicted 
on a similar charge and sentenced to 
27 months. 
July 21, 18S4, he was 


sentenced to 30 months for grand lar- 
ceny. In September, 1880, he was again 
convicted on the charge of robbery and 
sentenced to five years. .October 21, 
1890, he was sentenced to one year for 
petit larceny. 
This gives Redmond a record of 24 


years and nine months in prison, and 
when he has completed the eighl>year 
sentence he will have served 32 years 
and nine months. It is believ»d by the 
prison officials that Redmond will end 
his days as a convict.
